with o cargo oflamber, We had n very pleasant 
voyage from Puget. Sound. with light f ie wieds 
‘up till the tima we-arrived off Ongari, It was 
in Vhe morning when # beavy squall struck the 
ship, and we wera wakened by learing ber strike 
‘on. the rocks. We stage by the vessel for some 
hours after she struck, when a host was lowered, 
and the mate and two men want in search of 
x luuding-place. At'tha time the voase! airack 
wedid not take: much water, but aft rwards she 
filled; “Ih, avd tho capteio say he was itty miles
